Tbe January meeting of the corn- 


moo couocll was held last Monday 
evening, at which time all members 
were present except Aid. Baker and 
Johnson. A numerously signed peti- 
tion for a street light at the corner of 
Center and Division streets, was read 
and granted. Residents and property 
holders also asked that an electric 
light be placed at the corner of Clark 
and First streets, near the Commer- 
cial Hotel, and that the lamp now on 
the east end of the Wisconsin river 
bridge be removed to the west end. 
This petition was granted. The mat- 
ter of granting a retail license to John 
Ok ray, was again brought up, and J. 
H. Brennan granted the privilege of 
addressing the council in the petition- 
er's behalf. Mr. Okray has kept a 
saloon on North Second street, 4tb 
ward, for a number of years, but last 
July the council refused to again 
grant him a license, as complaints had 
been made that the place was not or- 
derly at all times. 
Mr. Brennan 


spoke for Mr. Okray for some time, 
saying that the action of the council 
had been a lesson that would be inval- 
uable to the petitioner, that he would 
profit thereby and be more careful in 
the future ; that he believed that lie 
had been sufficiently punished, and 
was now ready to take out a license 
for the balance of the year, paying 
the whole amount, $200, therefor. 
Mayor Clark also spoke in behalf of 
Okray, whom he said he had known 
since he came here a poor boy, and for 
many years thereafter labored at his 
trade of blackstnithing and wagon 
making. By untiring industry he had 
accumulated enough to buy property 
and engage in business on the North 
Side, first at blacksmithing, and later 
in the grocery and saloon business, 
and to injure him financially by ruin- 
ing his business, he did not believe 
was right or human. The mattethad 
been before the council a number of 
times before, a majority voting against 
it each time. 
Upon motion the ta- 


bles were turned this time and Mr. 
Okray granted a license by the follow- 
ing vote:

sheriff, be took tdirty-five prisoners 
to state prison at Waupun and nearly 
forty patients to tbe insane asylum 
at Osbkosh, making a trip to eacn of 
the above institutions last week. A 
majority of the parties taken to Wau- 
pun were strangers In this locality, 
toughs or tramps who came and com- 
mitted various acts of lawlessness, 
and were secured and punished for 
their crime. 
But very few guilty 


ones have escaped daring the past 
two years, either arrest or punishment 
at the bar, or both, and in many 
instances the net bad been so tightly 
woven that the prisoner preferred to 
plead gttttt,y and receive sentence 
rather than to stand trial, thus les- 
sening the expense to the county. 
Mr. Wheelock and family are now 
nicely located on their farm just east 
of the city, one and one-fourth miles 
from the public square.

A 
relapse occurred yesterday and she 
quickly sank until the end came last 
night. 


Mrs. Quilter was 37 years old, being 


born in Wilmington, Del. Hermaidcn 
name was Mary J. Tracy, and sbe was 
married to James M. Quilter in 
Detroit, October 7, 1879. No child- 
ren have ever blessed the union. Mrs. 
Quilter has a brother in the fire 
department, Charles Tracy, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. O. R. Wood, who is living 
at West Philadelphia.

The ladies feel that we as 
a community owe It to the young 
people of our city, and to those who 
are here In attendance at the High 
School and Normal, to provide a com- 
fortable place, out of danger's way, in 
which they may spend their leisure 
evenings. 
They believed that the 


better class of citizens would recog- 
nize their efforts and lend a helping 
hand, but unless aid comes very soon, 
the project will have to be abandoned.

the treatment of recalcitrant prisoners.

•very sense of the word. Instead of bela- 
boring a physically objecting prisoner ovet 
hb devoted head, all an officer would hav* 
to do would be to stick his oniesthetl* 
holder under tho other's nose, and whltk 
winged calm would hover o'er tho seen* 
and smile Its'sweetest.—Washington Star.
